Information System (GIS) and the Catalog of Federal
Domestic Assistance (CFDA)

SUBJECT:

As Federal grant streamlining initiatives continue to move forward, agencies are under
greater scrutiny by the Office of Management and Budget (OMB) and Congress for
ensuring timely and accurate reporting in the Federal Assistance Awards Data System
(FAADS) and the CFDA. The purpose of this memorandum is to reinforce and remind
DOT Operating Administrations (OAs) of their responsibilities to comply with the
Financial Management Assistance Requirements in DOT Order 4600.17 A, and the CFDA
and GIS reporting requirements in .A~ppendixH.

During this past year, the Department conducted various grant program surveys in
response to OMB data requests and Public Law 106-107, the Federal Financial
Assistance Management Improvement Act of 1999, activities. The results from these
surveys revealed a significant number of grant programs that were not reported in either
the CFDA or the GIS. Additionally, a.number of errors and duplications were also found
for several programs reported in the GIS which transmits departmental grants award data
to FAADS. Although it is expected that most of these omissions and data errors have
since been corrected in the CFDA and GIS, the initial findings elevated the Department's
awareness and concerns regarding substantial improvements needed by grant program
managers for more timely and accurate reporting. It is imperative that appropriate steps
be taken by each OA to make certain that newly assigned and existing staff are properly
trained and adhere to the CFDA and GIS reporting requirements. Program managers
must also be held accountable for verifying the integrity of grants award data reported
quarterly in the GIS. The aforementioned DOT Order, which includes Appendix H can
